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THE  SWITZERS  OF  THE  BAY  OF  QUINTE — taken  from  the  Ont .  Historical  Papers  & 
Records,  Vol.  VI. 

The  Switzers  came  from  Germany.  They  were  driven  from  the  Palatine  on 
the  Rhine  by  the  persecuting  bigotry  of  Louis  XIV.,  in  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury, and  emigrated  to  Ireland,  under  auspices  of  the  British  Government,  and 
settled  in  the  County  of  Limerick,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne.  They  received 
grants  of  land  for  each  person,  for  which  the  Government  paid  the  rent  for 
twenty  years.   In  company  with  the  Switzers  were  the  Emburys,  Hecks,  Ruckles, 
and  others.  They  were  called  the  Irish  Palatines.   In  the  good  Protestant 
soil  of  their  hearts  the  seed  of  Methodism  was  early  sown. 

In  1760,  Peter  Switzer,  in  company  with  Philip  Embury  and  Paul  Heck,  emi- 
grated to  the  United  States  and  settled  in  New  York,  August  10,  where  the  family 
remained  for  some  years,  during  which  time  the  first  Methodist  sermon  was 
preached  by  Philip  Embury,  whose  wife  Mary  Switzer,  was  a  sister  of  Peter  Switzer. 
The  congregation  was  composed  of  four  persons — Paul  Heck,  his  wife,  Barbara; 
John  Lawrence  (his  hired  man),  and  an  African  servant,  named  Betty.  These  were 
formed  into  a  class,  and  thus  the  germ  of  Methodism  was  planted  on  the  American 
continent . 

In  1770,  Peter  Switzer  moved  with  his  family  to  Salem,  Washington  County, 
N.  Y.,  where  Philip  Embury  died  at  the  early  age  of  forty-five.  On  the  out- 
break of  the  Revolutionary  War  these  loyal  Palatines,  whose  forefathers  had  en- 
joyed a  refuge  under  the  British  flag,  would  not  share  the  revolt  of  the  American 
colonies  against  the  Mother  Country.   Some  of  them  removed  to  Lower  Canada. 
Peter  Switzer  and  his  family  of  three  sons  and  five  daughters  remained  in  New 
York  State  for  some  years  after  the  close  of  the  War  in  1783.  His  daughter, 
Mrs.  Mary  Empey,  went  over  and  brought  them  to  Canada,  and  they  resided  with  her 
in  her  home  in  Ernestown.  Peter  Switzer  and  his  xvife  lived  to  be  over  eighty 
years  of  age.  They  were  buried  in  the  Fourth  Concession  burying  ground  in  1816; 
this  church  cemetery  being  one  of  the  first  erected  in  Canada. 

Philip  Switzer,  Peter  Switzer' s  Eldest  son,  came  to  Canada  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  war  and  settled  in  Loughborough,  where  their  descendants  still  re- 
side. Christopher,  the  youngest  son,  emigrated  with  his  family  of  three  sons  and 
two  daughters  and  settled  in  the  Township  of  Ernesttown  in  1807.  On  his  farm 
the  well-known  Switzer* s  Church  was  built  in  1826,  and  the  first  conference  and 
ordination  service  in  Canada  was  held  in  this  church  in  1828.   Christopher  was 
an  efficient  and  popular  exhorter  and  class  leader  in  the  Methodist  Church  for 
many  years.  He  received  an  injury  from  a  fall,  which  resulted  in  death  after  a 
few  hours  of  great  suffering,  but  they  were  hours  also  of  peace  and  triumph. 
His  two  daughters  married  farmers  by  the  name  of  Shorey  and  McKim,  and  settled 
in  the  Township  of  Ernesttown,  where  many  of  their  descendants  still  reside. 
His  three  sons,  Elijah,  John  G.,  and  Martin  R.,  were  agriculturists,  and  owned 
farms  within  a  short  distance  of  the  Switzer  Church.   (Martin  R.  died  May  9,  1860) 

Two  daughters  of  Elijah  are  still  living  and  reside  in  Napanee.  Three  sons 
and  a  daughter  survive,  viz:  Martin  R.,  Edmund  B.,  residing  in  Switzerville, 
Lennox  County;  Dr.  E.  R.,  in  Salina,  Kas.;  Wilbur  F.,  in  Deloraine,  Man.;  and 
Elizabeth,  in  Switzerville.  John  G.  left  a  widow,  four  sons  and  three  daughters. 
His  daughters,  Ora  Williams,  Eliza  Wartman,  and  Maria  Huffman,  and  a  son, 
Christopher  M.,  have  since  passed  away,  leaving  quite  large  families,  few  of 
whom  have  settled  in  the  native  county.  The  other  sons,  Anson  G.,  William  H., 
and  Robert  N.,  and  their  families,  reside  in  Carleton  Place,  Out.,  Dresden,  Ont., 
and  Philadelphia,  Penna.,  respectively.

Incidents  and  records  of  family  of  James  McCollom,  who  came  from  Argyle- 
shire,  Scotland,  about  the  year  17  65,  and  first  located  in  New  Jersey,  where  he 
obtained  lands,  and  was  married  to  a  Miss  Sarah  Campbell,  who  had  two  children, 
and  died  soon  after  the  birth  of  the  second  child. 

Several  years  afterwards  he  was  again  married  to  Miss  Eunice  French,  and 
as  traveling  westward  appears  to  have  been  popular  even  at  that  early  day,  he 
disposed  of  his  property  in  New  Jersey,  and  with  other  pioneers,  followed  up 
the  beautiful  Hudson  River  to  a  place  called  Cherry  Valley,  in  New  York  State, 
and  again  obtained  land  upon  which  he  resided  with  his  family  during  the  period 
of  the  Revolutionary  War.  Other  property  in  the  vicinity  of  Albany  was  many 
years  ago  reported  to  be  of  fabulous  value,  as  a  portion  of  the  city  is  located 
upon  it . 

Mrs.  Folwell,  an  aged  lady  of  Toronto,  whose  mother  was  formerly  Mary 
McCollom,  a  daughter  of  James  and  Eunice  McCollom,  states  that  her  grandfather 
was  well  brought  up  and  educated,  and  a  man  of  rank  in  Scotland.  He  had  not 
been  brought  up  to  work,  and  was  not  inclined  to  undertake  it;  but  was  a  great 
Mason  and  Presbyterian,  and  was  disposed  to  share  occasionally  in  convivial 
habits  that  were  popular  in  these  days.  He  was  also  a  staunch  adherent  to  the 
cause  of  Royalty  and  to  the  British  Empire,  with  her  substantial  forms  of  Govern- 
ment, and  her  established  laws,  and  progresses  in  arts,  science,  literature, 
and  religion,  and  with  a  firm  belief  in  the  ability  of  her  statesmen  to  rectify 
by  constitutional  methods  the  oppressive  legislation  enacted  by  the  British 
Parliament,  and  assented  to  by  King  George  III  to  compel  colonists  to  pay  a 
portion  of  the  enormous  war  debt  incurred  very  largely  in  their  behalf  during 
the  Seven  Years'  War;  also  to  amend  the  laws  limiting  exports  to  British 
channels  only. 

James  McCollom  and  family  undertook  the  journey  towards  Canada  in  1788, 
with  what  they  could  conveniently  move.  Goods  were  packed  on  horseback;  and 
two  small  children,  balanced  in  panniers  with  other  goods,  on  one  horse.  The 
eldest  son,  John,  and  a  small  brother  Joseph,  drove  a  few  cattle  through  the 
perilous  and  lonely  wilderness.  At  night,  to  insure  safety  from  wild  beasts, 
they  would  build  a  campfire,  close  to  which  they  would  remain,  and  which  they 
dared  not  leave  until  day  dawned.  One  night  their  cattle  were  frightened  by 
some  large,  wild  animals,  and  ran  until  the  sound  of  the  bell  was  lost  in  the 
distance.  Next  morning,  by  following  in  the  direction  the  cattle  had  gone, 
they  were  recovered  again.  On  another  occasion,  John,  then  in  his  sixteenth 
year,  nearly  lost  his  valued  rifle,  on  which  he  depended  for  safety,  through 
cupidity  of  an  Indian,  who  came  up  to  their  camp  with  the  words,  'Me  swap," 
replacing  it  with  his  dilapidated  musket.  John  sprang  quickly  and  struck  the 
Indian  a  heavy  blow  on  the  neck  that  laid  him  out  for  awhile.  John  then  re- 
covered his  gun,  and  the  Indian  was  contented  to  depart  with  his  musket. 

After  a  variety  of  thrilling  adventures  the  family  were  reunited  at 
Genesee,  N.  Y.,  where  they  remained  for  a  time,  and  then  continued  their  journey 
into  Canada,  settling,  finally,  near  where  the  village  of  Smithville  now  stands. 
James  McCollom  obtained  a  good  tract,  of  land  and  remained  on  it,  with  his  family, 
until  his  death. 

The  entry  of  Crown  Lands  was  gozetted  at  Niagara,  on  page  111,  of  a  list, 
dated  on  the  margin,  17  97. 

John  McCollom,  the  eldest  son  of  James  McCollom,  was  born  in  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  January  30th,  1775,  and  he  and  his  sister,  Sarah,  had  the  great 
misfortune  to  lose  their  mother  when  both  were  quite  young.  They  were  removed 
with  their  father's  family  to  Cheery  Valley,  N.  Y.,  and  thence  ultimately  to 
Canada,  as  already  mentioned.

Switzers  were  Palatine  Germans  who  emigrated  to  England  in  1709-10,  to  avoid 

further  involvement  in  wars  between  the  German  States  and  France,    as  well 

as  to  avoid  high  taxes  and  religious  persecution. 

They,  with  other  families— Detlors,   Emburys,   Hills,   Geiers,   etc.,—  were 

settled  on  lands  near  Limerick,   Ireland. 

A  few  generations  later,   in  1760,   Peter  Switzer  and  family  emigrated  to 

New  York.  In  17$0  they  removed  to  Camden,  in  Northern  New  York,   on  the 

present  Vermont  border.  Here  the  family  remained  until  about  1802,  when 

they  removed  to  Ernesttown  Toxmship. 

Philip,   Peter's  eldest  son,  was  the  only  member  of  the  family  to  become   a  U.  E. 
Loyalist.   According  to  military  records  he  was  born  in  17^9,  in  America. 
If  this  is  true,  then  the   generally  accented  year  of  emigration  from  Ire- 
land is  not  correct.  His  age  in  a  roll  of  Carvt.   Sherwoods  Coirroany  of  the 
Loyal  Rangers  ±s  grxsaa  of  17  Feb.,   1782,  is  given  as  23  and  his  height  as 
5  feet  ten  inches. 

Philip  Switzer  was  nineteen  years  of  age  when,  in  the  spring  of  1$77,  he  joined 
Col.   John  Peters'    lueen's  Loyal  Rangers.  His  name  appears  in  the  official 
ration  list  of  that  regiment  from  2£  June  to  2k  °ctober,  1777.  He  was 
with  his  regiment  at  the  battle  of  Bennington,  where  the  Loyalists  were 
defeated  and  where   so  many  of  his  comrades  were  killed  or  captured. 

Philip  must  have  returned  to  his  home   after  the  defeat  of  General  Burgoyne  in 
October,  1777,   for  his  name   appears  in  a  list  of  prisoners  sent  from 
Poughkeepsie ,   Hew  York,  to  Albany,   New  York,    on  23   April  1773.  On  the 
23rd  of  May,   following,   he  was  brought  before  the  Board  which  dealt  with 
conspiracies  against  the  State  and  was  allowed  to  return  home  after  signing 
bail  of  L  100,  with  his  father,   Peter  Switzer,   his  surety  in  the  same   amount. 

Philip  eventually  re-enlisted  in  October,   1780,   and  was  in  Montreal  in  December 
of  that  year.  His  name  is  found  in  a  list  of  Captain  Sherwood's  Company  of 
the  Loyal  Rangers  in  Jan.,   1782  and  in  Feb.,  1783.  On  the  latter  list  he  is 
called  Corporal 

Philip  Switzer  married  in  January,   I78U,   in  Montreal,   Patience,   daughter  of 

Matthias  Rose,  likewise   a  Loyalist  and  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  Ernes t- 
town  Township.  Philip  and  his  bride   came  to  Ernesttown  with  the  first  Loyalist 
settlers  in  June,  1782;.  The  muster  roll  of  this  township  in  Oct..  178U  shows 
an  infant  son,   likely  one  of  the  first  in  the  summer  of  1784 

In  the  original  drawing  of  lands  in  Ernesttox-m  Township  Philip  Switzer  drew  the 

east  half  of  three  lots— lot  3  in  the  first,   second  airi  fourth  concessions. 
Between  178U  and  1798,  when  the  first  crown  deeds  were  issued  in  the  Town- 
ship,  Philip  must  have  traded  or  sold  these  lots  ,    as  his  name  does  not 
anpear  in  this  township.  It  is  likely  that  he  drew  additional  lands  in 
Camden,   as  each  Loyalist  was  entitled  to  £0  acres  for  each  child.  In  any 
event,   Philip  became  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  Camden  township.

Dear  Dr.  Burleigh, 

Have  you  anything  to  prove  or  disprove  that  the  Jacob  Miller  who  sub- 
scribed to  the  second  Methodist  Church  in  Upper  Canada,  at  Ernesttown 
in  1792,  was  a  brother  of  Peter  Miller  of  Camden  Valley?  Peter  did 
have  a  brother  Jacob  (and  Garrett).  Jacob  applied  for  land  in  Camden 
Valley,  but  seems  to  have  been  disappointed  in  it  and  went  to  Nova 
Scotia,  perhaps  before  the  War.  And  there  was  another  Jacob  Miller 
from  Germany,  who  had  lived  in  Tryone  County  and  settled  on  the  Bay 
of  ^uinte.  He  seems  to  have  gone  to  Camden  East,  Ontario,  in  1822  and 
he  married  a  Baker,  from  the" Southwell  estate  in  Ireland  where  these 
Palatine  families  had  lived.  So  the  two  Jacobs  may  well  have  been 
related. 

I  have  the  references  to  Jacob  Miller  from  Haldimand,  and  he  was  often 
with.  Carscallens  and  others  from  Camden  Valley.  The  man  who  went  to 
Halifax  became  wealthy,  and  as  far  as  I  know,  remained  there.  Tucker 
says  he  went  before  the  Revolutionary  War,  but  there  are  some  errors 
in  Tucker' 3  book,  The  Palatine  Millers  . 

peter  Switzer.  On  29  August  1958  you  wrote  me  that  he  came  to  America 
in  1760.  I  know  now  that  this  is  an  error.  I  have  some  letters  written 
by  Embury,  Heck  and  Sparling  from  Camden  Valley  to  Duane,  their  land- 
lord. In  one,  written  by  Philip  Embury  in  January  1773  he  says,  "My 


Brother-in-Law  Just  come  to  me  from  Ireland.. 


Later  in  the  same 


letter  he  says  "....my  Bro.  in  law  Peter  Sweitser". 

I  am  also  trying  to  establish  the  parents  of  Peter  and  Margaret  Switzer 
Embury.  You  once  told  me  her  father  was  Jacob.  I  read  the  records  at 
Rathkeale  when  I  was  there  this  summer.  One  of  these  is  a  birth  for 
Margaret  Switzer  dau.  Christopher  and  Elizabeth,  -'ay  16,  1743.  This  is 
the  right  yesr  for  Margaret.  But  the  only  Peter  Switzer  listed  was 
son  of  Martin  and  Barbara,  and  born  in  1746;  this  man  (or  another  Peter) 
married  Catherine  Teskey  in  1772.  My_  Peter  Switzer  married  Anna  Maria 
Guier,  and  since  he  had  several  children  (according  to  P.  Embury's 
letter  to  Duane)  when  he  arrived  in  America,  could  hardly  be  the  one 
listed  as  son  of  Martin.  Anyway,  it  seems  certain  Margaret  Switzer  had 
a  brother  Peter.  Where  did  you  get  the  birth  date  of  1736  for  Peter 
Switzer,  which  you  once  sent  me? 

The  other  day  I  had  a  'phone  call  from  Hollywood  from  young  ftank  Jones! 
(He  is  only  22. )  He  has  since  sent  me  data  he  dug  up  in  Ireland  through 
researchers,  and  is  being  very  cordial.  He  is  working  on  a  complete 
genealogy  of  the  Irish  Palatines.  And  I  am  now  writing  my  book  as  a 
study  of  a  group  or  colony — in  Ireland,  New  York  Province  and  Upper 
Canada,  with  flashbacks  to  Germany  and  New  York.  I  am  only  bringing 
in  details  about  individuals  as  they  contribute  to  the  story  or  charasr  - 
gterlzations.  So  if  he  asks  again  for  anything  on  individuals,  let  him 
have  it,  if  you  wish. 

My  trip  took  me  to  England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  Orkney,  and  Germany, 
and  was  very  worthwhile.  This  in  spite  of  three  crazy  accidents  I  had 
to  my  right  foot.  I  spent  three  months  on  crutches,  and  another  six 
weeks  having  hospital  therapy,  after  the  bones  had  deterioated  from 
lack  of  use,  and  I'd  been  warned  I'd  have  a  stiff  leg  for  life,  if  I 
didn't  settle  down  to  some  extensive  therapy.  Can  you  imagine  a  holiday 
on  crutches?!

THE  SWITZER  FAMILY 


On  a  spring  morning  in  the  year  1760,  a  remarkable  group  of  persons 
were  assembled  on  the  Custom  House  quay,  in  the  ancient  city  of  Limerick, 
Ireland.  They  were  evidently  about  to  leave  their  mother  country  for  a 
land  beyond  the  sea.   They  were  emigrants  of  a  superior  sort,  all  were 
well  attired.   It  was  not  poverty  from  which  they  fled,  for  their  appear- 
ance was  one  of  respectability. 


How  came  this  group  of  emigrants  to  be  leaving  the 
for  tbe  New  World?  They  were  of  German  origin,  and  had 
and  persecution  from  the  Palatinate,  on  the  Rhine,  and 
Ireland  in  the  reign  of  good  Queen  Anne.  Here  they  had 
generations  and  continued  to  use  the  German  language, 
preached  in  their  homes.

Their  ostensible  reason  for  leaving  the  shores  of  dear,  old  Ireland 
was  the  improvement  of  their  wordly  circumstances.  But  God  in  his  all- 
wise  Providence  was  carrying  out  His  own  purposes  and  guiding  the  frail 
bark.  Those  earnest  souls  bore  with  them  the  leaven,  which  was  to  leaven 
with  its  spiritual  life  a  whole  continent. 

This  vessel  contained  Philip  Embury  and  wife,  Paul  Heck  and  his  wife, 
Barbara,  the  Ruckles,  Peter  Switzer  and  wife  and  family.   They  landed  in 
New  York,  August  10th, 1760.  Here  the  Switzer  family  remained  for  some 
years.  During  this  time  the  first  Methodist  sermon  was  preached  by  Philip 
Embury,  a  carpenter  and  local  preacher.  His  wife,  Mary  Switzer,  was  a 
sister  of  Peter  Switzer.  Philip  Embury  afterwards  built  a  church  on  old 
John  St.,  with  his  own  hands,  preached  the  dedicatory  sermon,  and  so 
became  the  father  of  Methodism  in  tae  U.S.  of  America.

whose  wife,  x.ary  Switzer,  was  a  sister  of  Peter  Switzer.    xhe  congregation  was  composed 
of  four  persons — Paul  Hec*c,  his  wife,  .Barbara;   cohn  .Lawrence  (his  hired  manj,  and  an 
African  servant,  named  xsetty.    x'hese  were  formed   into  a  class,   and  thus  the  germ  of 
Methodism  was  planted  on  the  American  continent. 

in  1770,  xveter  Switzer  moved  with  his  family  to  Salem,  Washington  county,  N.  Y.  , 
where  xhilip  Embury  died  at   the  early  age  of  forty-five.    Jn  the  outbreak  of  the  revo- 
lutionary War  these  loyal  xalatines,  whose  forefathers  had  enjoyed  a  refuge  under  the 
.British  flag,  would  not  share   the  revolt  of  the  American  colonies  against  the  iiother 
Country.   Some  of  them  removed  to  Lower  uanada.  Peter  switzer  and  his  family  of  three 
sons  and  five  daughters  remained  in  Uew  York  State  for  some  years  after  the  close  of 
the  War  in  178o.   His  daughter,  .  rs.  i.ary  Empey,  went  over  and  brought  them  to  Canada, 
and  they  resiaed  with  her  in  her  home  in  Ernesttown.  ^eter  Switzer  and  his  wife  lived 
to  be  over  eighty  years  of  age.    x'hey  were  buried  in   the  rourth  Concession  burying- 
ground  in  1816;    this  church  bein,;  one  of  the  first  erected  in  uanada. 

Philip  Switzer,  ^Jeter  Switzer' s  eldest  son,  came   to  uanada  soon  after  the  close 
of  the  war  and  settled  in  the  xownship  of  Camden.  John  Switzer,  his  second  son,   settled 
in  Loughborough,  where  thexr  descendants  still   reside.   Christopher,   the  youngest  son, 
emigrated  with  his  family  of  three  sons  and  two  daughters  and  settled  in  the   township 
of  Ernesttown  in  1807.   On  his  farm  the  well-known  Switzer's  Church  was  built  in  1826, 
and  the  first  conference  and  ordination  service   in  uanada  was  held   in  this  church  in 
1828.   Christopher  was  an  efficient  andgp  popular  exhorter  and  clasj-leader  in  the  iueth- 
odist  Church  for  many  years.   He  received  an   injury  from  a  fall,  which  resulted  in  death 
after  a  few  hours  of  great  suffering,  but  they  were  hours  also  of  peace  and  triumph. 
His  two  daughters  married  farmers  by  the  names  of  Shorey  and  ::cKim,  and  settled  in 
the  x'ownship  of  Ernesttown,  where  many  of  their  descendants  still  reside.   His  three 
sons,  Elijah,  .John  C.  ,  and  xartin  H. ,  were  agriculturists,   and  owned  farms  within  a 
short  distance  of  the  Switzer  Church,    in  politics  they  were  Liberal  independents,    in 
religion  they  were  staunch  Methodists,  and  early  advocated  and  supported  the  cause  of 
temperance,    x'hey  occupied  important  positions   in  the  church.   Elijah  was  a  recording 
steward  for  over  tnirty  years,  and  a  justice  of  the  peace.  John  0.,  at   the   time  of  his 
death,  was  a  class-leader  of  great  acceptability,   and  uartin  R.   was  an  honored  and 
useful  local  preacher  for  years  previous  to  his  death,  which  occurred  laay  9th,   1860. 

jfce  daughters  of  Elijah  are  still  living  and  reside   in  Napanee.    x'hree  sons  and  a 
daughter  survive.:   Llartin  it.  ,  Edmund  B.  ,   residing  in  Switzerville,  x,ennox  County;  Br.

Peter  Switae^s  third  daughter,  Margaret  Switaer  was  born  in  Limerick, 
Ireland  and  brought  to  New  York  State  when  six  months  old.      She  lived  in  N.  Y* 
city  for  some  years,   then  moved  to  Washington  Co.,  where  she  grew  up  amd  4m 
1793  was  married  to  Anthony  Neville,   a  farmer  and  an  U.   E.   L.     After  their 
marriage  they  emigrated  to  Canada.     They  started  with  two  cows,   an  ox  team  and 
sleigh,   putting  in  what   furniture  they  could  carry,    and  drove  all  the  way 
around  by  Montreal,   there  taking  the  military  road  to  Kingston  and  still  further 
to  Fredericksburgh,  where  they  found  a  home. 
A  TEDIOUS  JOURNEY 

This  trip  occuried  six  weeks.     After  residing  in  Fred  iburgh  eight 

years,  they  moved  to  the  sixth  concessi  m  of  Em  m.      To  this  neighbourhood 

several  families  of  the  lalentines  had  already  come  -the  Millers,  Maddens, 
Empeys,   Switaers  and  others  of  the  New  Yo  lists.     Divine;  service*  was 

held  once  in  two  weeks   ina  log  schoolhouse  ieetings   ii      irivate  houses. 
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People  came  on  foot  for  miles,   guid.d  by  the  glared  trees.     About  this  date  Mrs. 
Mary  Switaer  Empey  returned  to  New  Tork  State  and  brought  over  to  her  home  in 
Ernesttown  her  aged  parents,  Peter  Suitzer  and  his  wife.     They  lived  with  their 
daughter,  Mrs.  Empey,  Ull  their  death,  which  occurred  when  they  were  over  80 
years  of  age.     They  were  buried  in  the  fourth  concession  burying  ground  in 
1*16.     This  church  and  cemetery  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  Canada. 

IrV/TER  dWITZ^R'S  FAMILY 
Peter  Switaer's  three  sons  emigrated  to  Canada  at  different  periods;  Philip 
the  eldest,   soon  after  the  close  of  the  war  came  to  Canada  and  settled  in  the 
Township  of  Camden;  John,   in  the  Township  of  Loborough,  where  some  of  their 
descendants  still  live;   Christopher,  the  youngest  son,  with  his  family  of 
three  sona>and  two  daughters,   settled  in  Ernesttown  in  1807-    On  his  faimthe 
the  well-known  Switaer's  church  was  built  in  1826,  and  the  first  conference 
and  ordination  service  held  in  Canada  was  head  in  this  church  in  1828. 
Christopher  Switaer  was  an  efficient  and  popular  axhorter  and  class-leader 
in  the  Methodist  church  for  years.     He  received  an  injury  from  a  fall,  which 
resulted  in  death,  after  a  few  hours  of  intense  suffering,  but  they  were  hours 
alao  of  peace  and  "triumph. 

Ma  three  sons,  Elijah,  John  0.  and  Martin  R.,  were  agriculturists,  and 
owed  farma  within  a  short  distance  of  the  church.     In  politics  theywere  "In- 
dependent liberals";   in  religion,   staunch  Methodists,  and  early  advocates  and 
eupportera  of  the  cause  of  temperance.     They  were  men  of  original  and  independent 
thought  and  energy.     Elijah  Switaer  was  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  Recording  Steward 
of  the  church  for  over  thirty  years.     John  G.  Switaer,   at  the  time  of  his  death, 
was  a  class-leader  of  great  acceptability.     Martin  R.  Switaer  was  an  honoured 
and  useful  local  preacher  for  many  years  previous  to  his  death,  which  occurred 
Kay  9th,   I860.     He  left  three  sons  and  one  daughter  -  E.  B.  Switaer,   residing 
on  the  homestead  in  Switzerville,  where  his  sister  lives;   Dr.  E.  R.  Switaer, 
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practising  his  profession  for  many  y.ars  in  Salina,   Kansas,   and  Wilbur  F.   Switzer, 
Deloraine,  Manitoba.     Elijah  reared  a  family  of  eight  children,   four  of  who™  are 
still  living  -  Mrs.    Rose,   Dakota;  Mrs.  Fitzgerald,   Buffalo,  N.   Y.;  Mrs.   Collins 
and  MisaMary,  Napanee.     John  G.  Switzer  left  a  widow,   four  sonB  and  three 
daughters.     All  of  them  have  passed  to  their  reward  excepting  three  sons,  Anson 
<&  Switzer,   Garleton  Place;  Win.  II.   Switzer,   Dresden,  Ontj,   and  Root.  N.  Switzer, 
Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Among  the  grandchildren  are  E.  E.   Switzer  of  Toronto,  who  married  the  only 
daughter  of  the  late  Tfcv.   James  Thompson;   John  Switzer,  Miss  Ettie  Switzer,  Mrs.
